the conſent of the Inhabitants cr their Repreſenta- 
tives.

With many other great Priviledges, as by the ſaid 
Letters Pattentswill*more largely appear. And the

for the-equal Acminiſtration. of Juſtice, ;and for the 
laſting Security of the Inhabitants both in their Per- 
Tons and Eſtates, 

By. the care and endeavours of the ſaid Lords Pro- 
PEcens, and at their very great charge, two Colonys 

ve been ſetled in_this Provezce, the one at Albe- 
»»arle in the moſt Northerly part, the other at 4/bly 
River, whuch is in the Latitude of thirty two De- 
grees odd Minutes. © nt 

Albemarle bordering upon Yirginia, and only ex- 
eceding, it-in Health, Fertility, and Mildneſs of the 
Winter, is in the Growths, Productions, and other 
things much of the ſame nature with it : Wherefore 
I ſhall not trouble the Reader with a perticular De-

"to diſcourſe of the Collony at Aſbl-River, which 
' being many Degrees more Southward than Firginie, - 
differs much from it in the Nature of its Clymate 
and ProduQtions. 

Aſply-River was firft ſetled in April 1670. the 
Lords Proprietors having at their fole charge; ſet out 
three Veſlels, with a conſiderable. number of able 
Men; eighteen Moneths ViEtuals, with Cloths, Tools, 
Ammunition, and what elſe was thought "neceſſary 
For a new Settlement, and continued at this charge 
to ſupply the Collony f6r divers years after, until 
the Inhabitants were able by their own Induſtry to 
live of themſelves; in which condition they have 
been for-divers years paſt, and are arrived to a very 

t Degree of Plenty of all ſorts of Proviſions. 
nſomuch, that moſt ſorts are already cheaper there, 
thap in any other of the Engliſh Collonys, and they 
are plentifully enough ſupplied with all things from 
England or other Parts. 
Aſbly-River, about ſeven Miles in from the Sea, di- 
vides it ſelf into two Branches; the Southermoſt re- 
taining the name of 4þh-Rivey, the North Brancli 
15.called Cooper-River. In May, 1680. the Lords Pro- 
Prietors ſent their Orders to'the- Government there, 
appointing the Port-Town for theſe two Rivers to- 
be Built on the Poynt of Land that divides them, and 
to be called Charles Town, ſince which time about- 
an hundred Houfes are there Built, and more are 
Building daily by the Perſons of. all ſorts that come 
there to Inhabit, from the more Northern Engliſh 
Collonys, and the Sugar Ifſands, England and Ire- 
{and; and many Perſons who went to, Carolina Ser- 
vants, being Induſtrious ſince they came out of their 
times with their Maſters, at whoſe charge they were

7Ttanſported; have gotten good Stocks.of Cattle, and 

' Servants of | their own ; have here alſo Built Houſes, 
and exerciſe their Trades : And many that.weat thj- 
ther in that condition, are now worth ſeveral Hun- 
dreds of Pounds ,. and live in a very plentiful condi- 
tion and. their Eſtates ſtill encrealing. And Land 

1s become: of that value near the Town, that it-is 
ſold for twenty Shillings per Acre , though pillaged

Servants, and Negro-ſlaves. 


There have been imported into Carolina, about an 
hundred and fifty Mares, and ſome Horſes from 
New-York, and Road-Ifland, which breed well, and 
the Coalts they have are finer Lim'd and Headed 
than their Dams or Sires, which gives great hopes 
of an excellent breed of Horſes, as ſoon as they have 
g"tten good Stalions amongſt them.

Indians fo well know, that they. will never dare to»
